Bush: U.S. 
Won’t Be 
Deterred 

Vows to stay in Iraq despite 
new threat from al Qaeda 

CRAWFORD, TEX AS I President Bush, facing 
a grim and growing death toll in Iraq, said 
Thursday that threats of more violence by 
al Qaeda’s second-in-command would not 
intimidate the United States into retreat. 

At the same time, the U.S. military said 
in Iraq that four more service members had 
been killed in action but 
also insisted American 
troops were making prog- 
ress against insurgents. 

An AP-Ipsos poll 
showed public support of 
Bush’s handling of the war 
had dropped to 38 percent, 
the lowest so far. 

“We will stay the course, we will complete 
the job in Iraq,” Bush said in Texas as a video- 
tape by Ayman al-Zawahri, al Qaeda’s No.2, 
was broadcast around the world. 

In the tape, Al-Zawahri threatened more 
destruction in London after subway and bus 
bombings and said that the U.S. goal in Iraq 
was merely “aggression against Muslims.” He 
threatened: “If you don’t leave today, certain- 
ly you will leave tomorrow, but after tens of 
thousands of dead and double the number 
of disabled and wounded.” 

Bush said that kind of talk only showed 
why the United States must stay the course. If 
terrorists think they can prevail in the Middle 
East, he said, “they must not have understood 
the nature of our country. ... As I have told the 
American people, people like Zawahri have 
an ideology that is dark, dim, backwards.” (ap)

Discovery Cleared for Return Flight 


Shuttle managers say no further repairs needed 


H 0 U S T 0 N I After much soul-search- 
ing and analysis, NASA cleared 
Discovery to return to Earth next 
week, concluding Thursday that 
there was no need to send the astro- 
nauts out on another spacewalk to 
repair a torn thermal blanket near 
a cockpit window. 

Mission managers could not 
guarantee that a piece of the blan- 
ket won’t rip off during re-entry 
and slam into the spacecraft, but 
they said the chance of that happen- 
ing was remote and that it would 
be riskier to try to fix the prob- 
lem. 

“The lowest risk, the best choice 
and the unanimous decision of 
the engineers in the management 
team is that we should re-enter as 


is,” deputy shuttle program man- 
ager Wayne Hale said in a news 
conference. 

NASA had been considering 
sending the astronauts out to snip 
away part of the blanket for fear a 
13 -inch section weighing just under 
an ounce could tear away during the 
latter stages of descent and strike 
the shuttle, perhaps causing grave 
danger. 

Had the astronauts been asked 
to repair the blanket, it would have 
been the fourth spacewalk of the 
13 -day mission. 

Discovery is scheduled to undock 
from the international space sta- 
tion on Saturday and land back at 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., before dawn 
on Monday, marcia dunn (ap)

former senior Iran analyst. 

The charges follow the indict- 
ment in June of Pentagon ana- 
lyst Lawrence A. Franklin, who is 
accused of leaking classified mili- 
tary information to an Israeli offi- 
cial and the AIPAC employees. 

The lengthy FBI investiga- 
tion that led to Thursday’s charg- 
es has been closely followed in 
Washington, where AIPAC is an 
influential interest group. 


The government is not accusing 
Franklin, Rosen and Weissman of 
espionage, although the FBI has 
questioned at least one Israeli offi- 
cial and also wants to talk to Naor 
Gilon, who recently returned to Israel 
after a stint as a senior diplomat in 
the Israeli embassy in Washington. 

Israeli Embassy spokesman 
David Siegel said his country’s dip- 
lomats have done nothing wrong. 
He acknowledged that U.S. officials 
have asked about questioning Gilon.

New York Sued for Subway Searches 

Plaintiffs say random inspections violate rights 


N E W YO R K I Five city subway riders 
and a civil liberties group sued the 
city Thursday to stop random police 
inspections of bags in subways, call- 
ing the searches ineffective, uncon- 
stitutional and a publicity stunt that 
does not enhance safety. 

“It’s a needle -in-the -haystack 
approach to law enforcement,” said 
Donna Lieberman, executive direc- 
tor of the New York Civil Liberties 
Union, which filed the lawsuit in 
U.S. District Court in Manhattan. 

She and other members of the 
group who spoke at a news confer- 


ence to announce the lawsuit said 
they want police to stop terrorists 
and improve safety, but not with use- 
less measures designed to give sub- 
way riders a false sense of security. 

Christopher Dunn, the New 
York Civil Liberties Union’s asso- 
ciate legal director, said the policy 
announced July 21 was akin to a 
random search of people’s bags 
and packages on public streets 
and a violation of a fundamental 
civil right. 

But Gail Donoghue, a city law- 
yer, said the subway searches meet

all legal requirements and preserve 
“the important balance between 
protecting our city and preserv- 
ing individual rights.” 

She added, “We believe the 
NYCLU is shortsighted in failing 
to recognize this. We are confident 
our position will prevail in court.” 

Among five plaintiffs was 
Brendan MacWade, 32, who 
escaped the World Trade Center 
towers after they were struck by 
hijacked planes on Sept. 11, 2001.“I 
want to catch terrorists as much 
as any politicians or officials but 
this policy does not work,” he said.

Police presence meant 
to calm fears; officials 
charge sisters in probe 

LONDONlIna show of force to calm 
an edgy London, officers armed 
with submachine guns patrolled 
uncrowded subway stations and 
police helicopters hovered over 
city streets as one of the busi- 
est Underground lines reopened 
Thursday — four weeks to the 
day after suicide bombers killed 
52 people.

SHFARAM, ISRAEL I Al9-year-old 
Israeli soldier opened fire inside a 
bus Thursday, killing four Israeli 
Arabs in the deadliest attack on 
Arabs in Israel by a Jewish extrem- 
ist since 1990. An angry crowd then 
killed the gunman. 

Thirteen people, including bus 
passengers and two policemen, 
were wounded in the shooting, 
which appeared linked to tensions 
over the upcoming Israeli pullout 
from the Gaza Strip and parts of 
the West Bank. 

After the attack, the bruised and 
bloodied body of the gunman lay on 
the floor of the bus surrounded by 
stones — raising the possibility he 
had been stoned to death. 

The military identified the dead 
soldier as Pvt. Eden Natan-Zada, a 
resident of the Jewish settlement of 
Tapuah in the West Bank. Natan- 
Zada’s father, Yitzhak, told The 
Associated Press his son ran away 
from his army unit several weeks 
ago after being told he would have 
to participate in the Gaza pullout. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon denounced the shooting as 
“a despicable act by a bloodthirsty 
terrorist.”

Three 
days later, Bock’s Car dropped a 
bomb on Nagasaki, killing anoth- 
er 80,000. 

Japan surrendered to the United 
States, bringing World War II to a 
close, on Aug. 15. 

On Thursday about 8,000 peo- 
ple, including several hundred activ- 
ists from 29 countries, attended the 
conference, the biggest pre-anni- 
versary event. Roughly 2,000 activ- 
ists joined in the march beforehand.

Stocks Slide on 
Sales, Oil Prices 


Markets pushed lower 
by modest retail sales, 
higher energy costs 

NEW YORK I Stocks tumbled on dis- 
appointing retail sales and a rise 
in oil prices Thursday as investors, 
worried about oil’s impact on con- 
sumer spending, took profits from 
the market’s July rally. 

Many of the U.S. retailers 
reported only modest sales gains 
as hot weather stifled demand for 
fall fashions and as many consum- 
ers spent their money at auto deal- 
ers instead of malls. But investors 
nonetheless were wondering wheth- 
er retailers’ results were a sign that 
consumers might finally be feeling 


the pinch from high gasoline and 
energy prices. 

Those concerns were exacerbated 
by another rise in crude oil futures, 
which once again neared all-time 
highs. A barrel of light crude settled 
at $61.38, up 52 cents on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 

However, with stocks still near 
four-year highs, financial analysts 
said the selloff was unlikely to be a 
signal of the start of a major down- 
ward trend. 

“I think you’re seeing some move- 
ment on the retail sales and oil, but 
I don’t think it’s meaningful,” said 
Kurt Wolfgruber, chief investment 
officer at Oppenheimer Funds. “I 
still think this market will grudg- 
ingly go up.” MICHAEL J. MARTINEZ (AP)

Davis to Kill Plan 
For Reagan Blvd. 


Va. Congressman says 
he’s ready to thwart 
16th Street renaming 

WAS H I N G TO N I A congressional pro- 
posal to rename a major street in the 
nation’s capital in 
honor of the late 
President Ronald 
Reagan looks like 
it will stall in 
committee. 

Rep. Henry 
Bonilla, R-Texas, 
introduced a bill 
July 28, “to redesignate the street 
in the District of Columbia known 
as I6th Street Northwest as 'Ronald 
Reagan Boulevard.’” 

But Rep. Tom Davis, R-Va., the 
chairman of the committee that 
oversees D.C. affairs, promised 
Thursday to kill the measure. 

“I think the proposal is ridicu- 
lous,” Davis told WTOP radio. “We’ll 
put it in the appropriate file.” 

Davis was unequivocal in his 
opposition to the Bonilla propos- 
al, saying that he would also object 
to the measure being attached to 
another bill. 


“We’ve named the Ronald 
Reagan airport, we have the Ronald 
Reagan building downtown, but I 
think if Mr. Bonilla wants to name 
anything else, he ought to look to 
his own district in San Antonio,” 
Davis said. 

In a statement Thursday, D.C. 
Mayor Anthony A. Williams said 
Bonilla should instead find “suit- 
able sites” in Texas, if he feels that 
more streets should be named after 
the late president. 

“It’s been a long time since I’ve 
heard of a plan that made so little 
sense,” Williams said in his state- 
ment. 

Renaming l6th Street would 
undo the work of Pierre L’Enfant 
who “created a design that has 
inspired millions of people from 
around the world,” said Williams, 
noting that boulevards generally 
have medians, which I6th Street 
lacks. 

The project would be costly to 
the city, running at least $1 mil- 
lion for such changes as signs and 
addresses, Williams said. 

Efforts to reach Bonilla’s office 
for comment were not immediately 
unsuccessful, sofia mannos (ap)

Masked Gunman Kills I, 
Wounds 3 in NE Attack 


WASHINGTON I One man was 
killed and three others wounded 
in a morning attack Thursday in a 
Northeast Washington neighbor- 
hood of manicured lawns. 

A masked gunman dressed in 
black opened fire with an AK- 47- 
type weapon on a panel truck car- 
rying three people in the cab and 
two in the bed, following “some type 
of altercation,” said Cmdr. Hilton 
Burton of the Metropolitan Police 
Department’s Fourth District. 
Twelve to 15 rounds were pumped 
into a vehicle on Madison Street NE 
near Riggs Road. No motive for the 
attack was immediately known. 

As the truck driver sped away to 
find help, the dead man rolled out 


of the vehicle onto the pavement 
a block from the scene, where he 
remained as authorities canvassed 
the area searching for evidence.

Man Mistakenly 
Imprisoned Gets 
$IM Settlement 

WASHINGTON I The city’s legal sys- 
tem mistakenly put Joseph Heard 
behind bars for almost two years, 
but on Wednesday, it made the for- 
merly homeless Heard a wealthy 
man. 

U.S. District Judge Colleen 
Kollar-Kotelly approved a settle- 
ment Thursday granting Heard 
$1.1 million — plus legal fees — 
from the District of Columbia 
government. 

Heard’s total settlement could 
reach $1.55 million once the still- 
undisclosed sum from the medical 
care contractor that treated him in 
jail is included, his attorney John 
Moustakas said. 

Heard — who is described as 
deaf, mute and mentally impaired 
— was jailed in 1999 on a tres- 
passing charge from a year earli- 
er, although a D.C. Superior Court 
judge had freed him, declaring him 
mentally unfit to stand trial. 

Prison officials then lost track of 
his records and he was not released 
until 670 days after his arrest, when 
officials were processing a trans- 
fer of prisoners to a federal facility.

No Hall Pass 
For Palmeiro 

RAFAEL PALMEIRO should forget 
about the Hall of Fame. The Hall of 
Shame seems more appropriate. 
Instead of a legend, he’s a liar. 
There’s little doubt about it any- 
more: The Orioles slugger know- 
ingly took steroids. Period. 

The positive test, disclosed on 
Monday, reflects that he injected 
himself with stanozolol, a power- 
ful steroid that cannot be ingest- 
ed in a supplement. There goes his 
argument that somehow the drug 
entered his system accidentally. 


What do the 
numbers mean if 
Palmeiro was juiced 
up the whole time? 


Even Palmeiro said he would 
have to be “stupid” to have doped 
up the same year he went in front 
of Congress and said, “I have never 
used steroids. Period.” 

Well, if he was stupid enough to 
use drugs this year, how can we not 
think he did the same during the 
remarkable stretch when he hit at 
least 38 home runs nine consecu- 
tive years? 

Five hundred home runs and 
3,000 hits are impressive num- 
bers to be sure. But what do they 
mean if Palmeiro was juiced up the 
whole time? 

Seven times seven can equal 98 
with a properly juiced calculator. 

We’ll never know how the first 
baseman’s numbers would have 
turned out had he not used ste- 
roids, which is why some say they 
will hold their nose and still vote 
him in to the Hall of Fame based 
on those tainted numbers. 

But being in the Hall of Fame is 
a privilege, not a right. The punish- 
ment - losing his status among base- 
ball’s greats - fits the crime. 

Palmeiro will still always be 
remembered. Now it will be for 
the black eye he gave a game he 
played for 20 years.

Bill Murray searches 
for former loves in 
‘Broken Flowers’ 

FILM I In “Broken Flowers ” writer- 
director Jim Jarmusch again makes 
clear that the journey, not the des- 
tination, is what matters to him. 
And in Bill Murray, he has found 
an ideal traveling companion. 

This strange, dream-like road 
trip is a near-perfect match of droll 
director and droller star. Despite a 
quest that should be fraught with 
emotion — a man’s visits to old lov- 
ers in search of a son he never knew 
he had — Murray registers scarcely 
any expression beyond the apathetic 
world-weariness fast becoming his 
trademark. 

Balanced against more overt co- 
stars Sharon Stone, Jessica Lange, 
Tilda Swinton, Julie Delpy, Frances 
Conroy and Jeffrey Wright, Murray 
stands as a wondrous question mark 
just begging audiences to formulate 
their own answers about what lies

beneath his cryptic demeanor. 

Murray plays ladies’ man Don 
Johnston, who knows his appeal 
is slipping with age and may not 
really care, putting up only token 
resistance when his current lover. 
Sherry (Delpy), leaves him. 

Sherry’s departure corresponds 
with the arrival of a pink letter 
from an unidentified ex-flame, 
telling Don he has a 19 -year- old 
son who may be trying to contact 
his father. 

His neighbor and buddy, fam- 
ily man Winston (Wright), con- 
vinces Don to take an elaborate 
trek to visit the women who could 
have given birth to his son in that 
time frame. 

His most comforting encoun- 
ter is the most passive, at a dead 
lover’s grave. Don is at his least 
guarded here, the scene sweet, 
touching, almost revealing of the 
tender heart that may still beat in 
his chest. 

But the vague dissatisfaction he 
feels with his visits spreads to the 
audience, making you long to know 
more of the backstory between Don 
and the women. That would under- 
mine Jarmusch’s aim to take people 
on a little ride and let them crane 
their necks at what flits by. jSk

The ‘Last Days’ of Rock’s Lost Boy 


Gus Van Sant applies 
his vision to the sad 
death of a lonely star 

FI L M I Somewhere between the hyp- 
notic minimalism of “Elephant” 
and the mind-numbing tedium 
of “Gerry” lies “Last Days,” Gus 
Van Sant’s pretentious yet oddly 
riveting look at the end of Kurt 
Cobain’s life. 

Though the writer-director 
has changed the character’s name 
to Blake, it’s clear that the late 
Nirvana lead singer and the mys- 
tery of the moments before his sui- 
cide are the inspiration. 

With his scraggly blond hair, 
his hunched carriage and ward- 
robe of layered cardigans and flan- 
nels, Michael Pitt looks freakishly 


like Cobain. Sounds like him, too, 
when he finally sings. 

First — and mostly — Blake 
meanders around his dilapidated 
mansion in the Pacific Northwest 
woods, mumbling to himself while 
dressed in a black nightie and carry- 
ing a shotgun. Sometimes he strug- 
gles to make cereal. For a long time 
he sits in a half- conscious heap on 
the floor, watching the video for 
the Boyz H Men love song “On 
Bended Knee,” which seems even 
more maudlin and commercial with 
that viewer and that setting. 

Bandmates and hangers-on 
come and go. They party at his 
place, then bail. Blake tries to 
avoid them all — though he does 
invite a Yellow Pages salesman into 
the living room for an absurd dis- 
cussion about maximizing his ad

space potential. 

The film’s many quiet spaces are 
intended to let us interpret the rest. 
Either that, or they’ll have viewers 
checking their watches. 

The approach is bold and visually 
striking, yet maddening.

ous silent stretches seem pointless. 
But nothing is ever haphazard with 
Van Sant. Stick with it, because it 
all leads to a powerful musical cli- 
max that’s startling in its intensity, 
and for the rare insight it provides 
into this enigmatic figure.

DVD -Only Is Going Legit 



Movies made for 
home viewing are 
a boon for studios 

MARKETING I When the Walt Disney 
Co. released “The Return of Jafar” 
in 1994, the lowly direct-to -video 
category was associated with erotic 
thrillers, cheap comedies and mate- 
rial that had been targeted for the- 
aters but wasn’t good enough. 

“Jafar,” based on characters from 
the studio’s hit “Aladdin,” took in 
nearly $300 million worldwide. 
Along with “The Land Before Time 
II,” it helped distance the category 
from its lackluster past. 

The straight-to-DVD market is 
now a $3 -billion- a-year business. 
Nearly every major studio has a divi- 
sion devoted to DVD “originals” or 
“premieres,” as the studios call this 
cost-effective revenue stream. 

“If they wanted to go theatrical 
with one of my films, they could,” 
said president of DisneyToon Studios 
Sharon Morrill, who has sent out 


more than 25 made-for-video titles 
since “Jafar” took off 

With special effects more afford- 
able and recognizable talent sign- 
ing on, the line separating big- 
screen movies and original DVD 
fare is becoming increasingly 
blurred, said Kevin Kasha, senior 
vice president of acquisitions and 
programming for New Line Home 
Entertainment. Studios are not only 
producing titles, they’re acquiring 
material at film festivals as well. 


That can make all the difference 
for an off-center feature that pre- 
viously would have been consigned 
to late-night cable. 

“When I started out in the mid- 
1980s, a direct-to-video movie was 
an action-adventure-horror piece 
like ‘Ice-Pick in the Eye, Part 12,’” 
said Kasha, who was hired last year 
to build the company’s “exclusive to 
DVD” programming. 

A-list producers such as Joel 
Silver and John Davis have climbed 


aboard, and some stars — Hilary 
Swank, Whoopi Goldberg and 
Matthew Broderick among them 
— are following suit. 

Family fare dominates the 
direct-to-video market. Universal 
broke the $l-billion mark with its 
“The Land Before Time” series 
and has been successful with its 
“Balto” and “Beethoven” franchises. 
Disney’s “The Lion King II: Simba’s 
Pride” has taken in $464.5 million 
worldwide. 

Miramax Films’ Dimension 
division built a lucrative business 
around direct-to-video “genre” pic- 
tures such as “Hellraiser,” “Dracula” 
and “The Crow.” And Lions Gate 
is sending out 11 DVD horror pre- 
mieres in September alone. 

The direct-to -DVD niche may 
fill a void, industry analysts say, 
providing a home for material that 
once would have been made-for-TV 
movies. And the arena might be more 
hospitable to films such as “Cinderella 
Man,” which misfired in the theaters.

HUSTLE & FLOW (R, 114 minutes) In 
Craig Brewer’s charming, gritty hip-hop 
fairy-tale, DJay (Terrence Howard) is a 
Memphis pimp heading nowhere slow, 
who dreams of making the music big time. 
He’s always had a way with rhymes and he 
has an ideafor a song. With the help of an 
old buddy and sound engineer (Anthony 
Anderson), and ascrawny white musician 
(DJ Qualls), DJay makes his new song, 
“Whup That Trick,” take foot-stomping 
shape. He even gets his hookers, bot- 
tle-blonde Nola (Taryn Manning) and 
Shug (Taraji P. Henson), involved and 
liberates them in the process.

Thanks to their per- 
formances, it’s still fun to watch, (dt) 
MARCH OF THE PENGUINS (G, 80 min- 
utes) In this charmfest of a movie, nar- 
rator Morgan Freeman tells us aboutthe 
habits and tremendous resilience ofthe 
emperor penguins, whose procreation 
questtakesthem on an incredible jour- 
ney on thefrozen continent, whereon a 
good day, the temperature is 58 degrees 
below zero. We’re talking journeys of 
about 70 miles to the most frigid chunk 
of land on Earth. The film is full of won- 
derful moments and spectacles, includ- 
ing thousands of penguins huddled en 
masse, nursing their eggs. The wind 
moans and peppers them with snow. 
But they hold on to those eggs, which 
would crack and kill the baby inside if 
theytouch the ground, (dt) 

ME AND YOU AND EVERYONE WE KNOW 
(R, 9 minutes) Miranda July’s brilliant, 
quirky film is far too comlex and pre- 
cious to render in one short paragraph. 
But it hums with compassion for its out- 
landish, lonely but always sweet char- 
acters. Everyone operates on eccentric 
impulse rather than formulaic predict- 
ability. (DT) 

MR. & MRS. SMITH (PG-13, 112 min- 
utes) Husband-and-wife hit men (Brad 
Pitt and Angelina Jolie) are hired to kill 
each otheras bullets and romantic sparks 
fly. Nevertheless, Pittand Jolie’s monu- 
mental charisma, coupled with director 
Doug Liman’s stylishly jaundiced stag- 
ing, makesthisallegory of modern love 
and marriage a summer diversion that’s 
fast-paced, fun and sexy. It’s a grown- 
up popcorn movie, (mo) 

MURDERBALL (R, 86 minutes) This isn’t 
just the best smash-mouth rugby doc- 
umentary featuring muscular dudes in 
wheelchairs ever made. It’s also a pow- 
erful movie by any standard. Actually, 
the sport, played on basketball courts, is 
“quad rugby.” Four players perteam, most 
of whom suffered injuries to the spine 
or neck, roll around in “Road Warrior”- 
style chariots and throw a ball around.

MYSUMMER OF LOVE (R, 81 min utes) Two 
young women (Emily Bluntand Nathalie 
Press) meet by chance in the Yorkshire 
countryside and instantly understand 
they are meant for each other. Tamsin 
(Blunt) is a rich, horse-riding bon 
vivant without a care in the world. Mona 
(Press) isaworking-classgirl who lives 
over, and runs, a local pub. Butthings get 
ugly, and whether or not director Pawel 
Pawlikowski’s dark, almost biblical finale 
brings things to a satisfying conclusion 
isamatterfordebate. For all its melodra- 
matic excesses, “My Summer’’ remains 
highly watchableforatmosphereand per- 
formances. (DT) 

SAVING FACE (R, 97 minutes) Ambitious 
doctor Wilhelmina Pang (Michelle 
Krusiec) and dancer Vivian Shing 
(Lynn Chen) meet cute but awkward 
in writer-director Alice Wu’s affecting 
tale of overcoming love’s obstacles. 
Set in the Chinese immigrant commu- 
nity of Flushing, Queens, where Wil, as 
she’s known, faces quiet parental disap- 
provalfor her lesbianism — even as her 
divorced mother (Joan Chen) is ostra- 
cized for getting pregnant by a mystery 
man — “Saving Face’’ isn’t really about 
saving face at all. At heart, this roman- 
tic comedy is about showing face, about 
being who you really are. (mo) 

SKY HIGH (PG, 99 minutes) “Sky High’’ 
is a slight but sure-footed, live-action 
comicfantasyfrom Disney. Director Mike 
Mitchell deftly blendstwo genres — the 
high school romance and the special- 
effects-laden superhero comic book 
adaptation — and manages to spoof 
yet salute both with a refreshing lack of 
pretension. Will Stronghold (Michael 
Angarano), son of Captain Stronghold 
(former Disney kid star Kurt Russell in 
blustering, eye-crinkling form) and Josie 
Jetstream (Kelly Preston), knows his par- 
ents expect him to follow in their world - 
saving path. Will arrives at Sky High, a 
school for superheroes’ kids, without 
powers but that begins to change.

Butthis most potentially compel- 
ling episodeof all is marred bythedisap- 
pointingly ordinary Hayden Christiansen, 
whose evolution from Anakin Skywalker 
to the baddest heavy-breathing villain in 
sci-fi popular culture amounts to a sort 


of tizzy fit. (DT) 

STEALTH (PG-13, 117 minutes) This 
silly movie about Navy pilots who must 
fly alongside a new robotic drone is so 
clueless it makes its best actor, Oscar- 
winnerJamie Foxx, play dispensableside- 
kickto Josh Lucas and Jessica Biel. The 
filmmakers liberally rip off “2001 : A Space 
Odyssey,’’ along with such lesserfareas 
“Top Gun,’’ “Behind Enemy Lines’’ and 
the 1980s talking-car TV show “Knight 
Rider.’’ (mo) 

WAR OF THE WORLDS (PG-13, 118) 
Starring Tom Cruise as a divorced 
father trying to protect his children 
(Dakota Fanning and Justin Chatwin) 
from annihilation by ruthless visitors from 
outer space, this “War of the Worlds’’ 
spends a considerable amount of time 
exploring the interior life of one man, but 
not atthe expense of thefilm’s profound, 
sustained thrills. It’s a rip-roaring pop- 
corn flick with a heart, (mo) 

WEDDING CRASHERS (R, 119 minutes) 
Jeremy (Vince Vaughn)and John (Owen 
Wilson) are scoundrels who crash wed- 
dings so they can score with women, in 
this often-funny caper. But when they 
attend a big-time Washington wedding 
party for the daughter of Secretary of the 
Treasury William Cleary (Christopher 
Walken), things change. John falls for 
Claire (Rachel McAdams), one of the sec- 
retary’s daughters. And Jeremy gets in 


over his head with another Cleary daugh- 
ter, Gloria (Isla Fisher). Vaughn is defi- 
nitely the best man in this wedding com- 
edy. He’s a cad and a half who can motor- 
mouth likea machine gun. (dt) 

YES (R, 100 minutes) In Sally Potter’s 
boldly original film, a passionate liai- 
son between an Irish American mar- 
ried woman (Joan Allen) and a Lebanese 
surgeon (Simon Abkarian) who are both 
living in London is something more than 
an extramarital fling. Their relationship 
becomesthejagged interface between 
two clashing worlds, cultures, genders 
and personalities in the post-9/11 uni- 
verse. Their running arguments have 
another significant element: They’re 
recited in verse. In fact, everyone in 
the movie speaks in rhymed couplets, 
mostly in iambic pentameter. It’s as if 
Shakespeare, Ingmar Bergman and Dr. 
Seuss had decided to collaborate on a 
movie. Thanks to the wit and inventive- 
ness of Potter’s language, a risky ven- 
ture stays vital and alive. And the movie’s 
very sensual, thanks to the note-perfect 
partnership between Allen and Abkarian, 
whothrowthemselves into the parts with 
persuasive conviction, (dt)

A naughty new series 
and a look back at 
cinematic subversion 

DEBUTS I The search for the next 
“Desperate Housewives” begins 
with “Weeds” (Sun., 11 p.m., 
Showtime), a new series debuting 
tonight before airing in its regular 
slot on Wednesday nights. 

Mary-Louise Parker (“The West 
Wing,” “Angels in America”) stars as 
Nancy Botwin, a recently widowed 
mother of two boys who finds her- 
self saddled with debt and subject to 
the pity and judgment of her neigh- 
bors in a snooty housing develop- 
ment. To make ends meet, she has 
begun dealing pot to her affluent 
neighbors and PTA members. 

Nancy’s drug suppliers are a 
black family on the bad side of town 
who seem inordinately obsessed 
with cornbread and the size of 
Nancy’s rear. Her fellow dealer is 
the teenage son of her late husband’s 
pal Doug (Kevin Nealon). 

But Doug buys his drugs from 
Nancy. Nancy takes a rare stand and 
demands that her young acolyte stop 
selling to grade-school customers. 
When he doesn’t relent, she turns to 
blackmail. Nancy’s teenage son and 
his girlfriend (who is 15 going on 
35) talk about sex often and openly 
with the lady of the house.

While all of this is supposed to 
be shocking, “Weeds” unfolds in a 
deliberate, matter-of-fact manner. 
In fact, “Weeds” presents Nancy’s 
social interactions with a smug, 
studied cool that may leave view- 
ers cold. 

OVER ON ENCORE, it maybe a good 
time to go ahead and have that 10th 
cup of coffee. You’ll want to stay 
up late for Midnight Movies (Fri., 
midnight). Encore celebrates the 
brief heyday of alternative mov- 
ies screened in the wee hours for 
hip young filmgoers one distribu- 
tor described as “an audience of 
ironic insomniacs.” 

According to “Midnight,” the 
phenomenon began almost by 
chance in 1970 when New York’s 
Elgin Theater showed the surreal- 


istic, violent Mexican western “El 
Topo” only at midnight. 

An “El Topo” cult emerged 
almost entirely by word of mouth. 
More than one commentator 
referred to the theatrical experi- 
ence as a kind of midnight mass 
for a countercultural audience. 

“Midnight” explores the appeal of 
George Romero’s politically charged 
gore fest “Night of the Living Dead”; 
John Waters’ joyously filthy “Pink 
Flamingos”; Perry Henzel’s “The 
Harder They Come,” the film that 
introduced millions of college stu- 
dents to reggae culture; the horror 
spoof- musical “The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show”; and David Lynch’s 
nightmarish “Eraserhead.” 

A product of the political and 
cultural tumult of their times, mid- 
night movies petered out as old 
movie theaters gave way to multi- 
plexes and videotapes offered audi- 
ence the chance to watch films at 
home.

‘Dateline’ looks at a 
disproportion with a 
possible racial basis 

DISPARITY I When “Dateline NBC” 
reporter Josh Mankiewicz asked 
television news division chiefs to 
talk about disproportionate cover- 
age of attractive white females who 
go missing, only his boss agreed. 

His report on the trend is sched- 
uled to air on Friday’s edition of 
“Dateline NBC.” 

Chandra Levy, Laci Peterson, 
JonBenet Ramsey, Elizabeth Smart 
and nowNatalee Holloway became 
household names because of how 
extensively television news divisions 
covered their stories. 

Each had other common traits: 
They were young, white, pretty and

female. Some have questioned how 
they became stories when more than 
half of missing people are male and 
nearly three in 10 are black. 

Mankiewicz follows the case of 
Tamika Huston, a black woman 
from Spartanburg, S.C., who dis- 


appeared last year. Her aunt told 
NBC she tried hard without much 
success to get national news outlets 
to report on the story. 

The case of Holloway, a blond 
Alabama teenager who disappeared 
in May while on a vacation in Aruba, 
has been tirelessly covered by cable 
news anchors, including Fox News 
Channel’s Greta Van Susteren. 

Van Susteren said her show has 
covered missing minorities, citing 
stories on LaToyia Figueroa, a preg- 
nant woman from Philadelphia who 
hadn’t been seen since July 18. 

Figueroa’s case attracted atten- 
tion after several Philadelphia- area 
bloggers waged a campaign urging 
networks to give the same atten- 
tion to her as they did to Holloway.

In X Games, the fine 
art of skateboarding 
takes center stage 

Yeah, it took some guts to jump over 
the Great Wall of China on a skate- 
board. You’ll just never convince 
Donny Duhadway that pro skater 
Danny Way’s leap last month was 
anything more than a stunt. 

“It’s not even skateboarding. 
It’s like a daredevil thing,” the 16- 
year-old street skater with braces 
and shoulder-length curly hair said 
during a break at an Orange County 
skate park. “That’s not cool!” 

The growing gulf between vert 
skaters’ aerobatics and the more 
popular closer-to-the-ground 
technical finesse that Duhadway 
and others embrace will be on dis- 
play at ESPN X Games 11. 


Other sports at the games, which 
began Thursday in Los Angeles, are 
motocross, BMX freestyle and 
wakeboarding. In-line skating has 
been dropped and a surfing event 
was held Tuesday in Mexico. 

Way, whose China jump drew 
national headlines, again will 
take to the massive mega ramp he 
created — and which debuted at 
last year’s X Games. He’s expect- 
ed to dominate in the big air con- 
test, which will be broadcast live 
Sunday on ABC. Street skaters are 
relegated to a tape- delayed broad- 
cast on ESPN. 

Although X Games manager 
Chris Stiepock calls street skaters 
the “rock stars” of the insular skate 
world, they’re largely unknown out- 
side it. 

With studied cool and a wari- 
ness of the corporate world, they 
also trail vert skaters in major 
endorsements from non-skate 
companies, which can be a key 
source of income for pros. 
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It’s the result of the gap between 
the crowd-pleasing drama of mid- 
air flips and the sometimes imper- 
ceptible nuances of street tricks. 

“People that don’t know any- 
thing about skateboarding don’t 
really know what they’re seeing” 


in street skating, said pro skater 
Rick McCrank. 

The 29-year-old McCrank skat- 
ed vert at a park where he grew up in 
Ottawa, but quit after two summers 
when the park shut down. 

He’s among the majority. About 


three-quarters of the nation’s 10.5 
million skateboarders prefer the 
streets to skate parks and ramps, 
according to data from marketing 
researchers American Sports Data 
Inc. and Board-Trac Inc. 

Skaters and other pro -action 
sports stars walk a fine line with 
the business world. They rely heav- 
ily on sponsors for income, but can 
lose street cred if the product they’re 
endorsing isn’t accepted in the skate 
community. 

Stiepock said it took some doing 
to convince street stars to even show 
for the biggest, most well-known 
action sports contest because of its 
corporate, made-for-TV image. 

“They were not standing in line 
to get into the X Games,” he said. 

Among sponsors. Mountain Dew 
gets the OK because it latched on to 
action sports long ago. Cell phone 
companies are also fine. 

But a food company deal — like 
Tony Hawk’s with Bagel Bites — can 
be tricky. Pro-skater Buckey Lasek 
faced derision over his soup endorse- 
ment and recently parted ways with 
Campbell’s after two years. 

But street skating eventually 
maybe forced to face up to its own 
popularity. Rodriguez is sponsored 
by Nike, which in March released 
the Zoom Air Paul Rodriguez, put- 
ting him among the elite athletes 
with signature shoes from that 
company. 

Others include LeBron James, 
Serena Williams, Michael 
Vick and soccer star Ronaldo.

Never dull, shellfish 
are getting dressed 
up for dinner tables 

Mussels from Prince Edward Island, 
cockles from New Zealand, peri- 
winkles from Cape Cod and clams 
from Vancouver — the shellfish on 
our dinner plates have flown in from 
all over for the occasion. 

And we’re glad they did. 

You don’t have to put on your 
clam diggers and head out to the 
sand when you want a steaming 
bowl of succulent Manilas or lit- 
tlenecks these days. 

Thanks to ongoing advances in 
shellfish aquaculture, high-quality 
live mollusks are more readily avail- 
able than ever, year-round. 

And the variety and quality is 
only getting better. 

So lately, when you order mus- 


sels or clams in a great restaurant, 
you never know what to expect 
with them — except that it won’t 
be dull. 

It’s not just clams with garlic 
and white wine or “monies frites” 
anymore; now mollusks might pick 
up an Andalusian accent or even 
Southeast Asian flavors. 

Gregg Wangard of Ocean and 
Vine restaurant in Santa Monica, 
Calif, for example, serves a Thai- 
inspired dish of Prince Edward 
Island mussels cooked with coco- 
nut milk, lime juice and a little 
chipotle chile for heat. 

Sweet, slick and succulent, these 
mussels make a versatile dish, won- 
derful either as an appetizer or a 
main course. Wangard serves them 
with a rustic grilled bruschetta for 
dipping into the sauce. 

On a trip to Spain, Jessica 
Boncutter, chef at Hog Island Oyster 
Company in San Francisco, came up 
with the idea for her Manila clams 
with chorizo sausage. 

This is a satisfying turf ’n’ surf

stew of flavors and textures — 
toothsome clams, spicy sausage 
— that is a perfect light meal with 
crusty bread and a simple salad. 
Boncutter often adds cannellini 
beans and said, “I like to serve 
this dish tapas style on a small 
plate drizzled with olive oil.” 

When you cook a batch of mus- 
sels or even something more unusu- 
al — like cockles or periwinkles — at 
home, it’s pure summer ease. 

You can dress up mollusks, serv- 
ing them in pretty dishes with a fine 
wine, or ladle them out of the pot 
at the backyard table to enjoy with 
beer and rustic bread. 

Either way, they’re fun to eat, 
a memorable part of a long sum- 
mer’s evening as you pry meat from 
shells, savor the briny, chewy bites 
and dip bread in the fragrant juices 
and broth. 

And while they might never have 
been found together in the same 
tidewater flat or seaside cove, they 
get along beautifully together in the

Post columnist MARC FISHER was online Thursday to discuss a plan to remove the 
Whitehurst Freeway and revitalize the riverfront | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


I don’t get claims that removing the 
Whitehurst wouldn’t result in more 
traffic in Georgetown. 

You’re right — just removing 
the Whitehurst would create a 
nightmare on M Street. But if 
you reconnect K Street to Canal 
Road, you’ve created a good alter- 
native for Maryland commuters 
and if you can figure out a way 
to connect the Key Bridge with 
K Street, the Virginians will get 
some relief, too. 

You are not doing anybody a favor 
by advocating this, especially since 
you are not a regular user. 

Actually, I use the Whitehurst sev- 
eral times a week and always at the 
height of the morning rush, but I 
still think it should go. Creating 
a more enjoyable use of the river- 
front is just a much higher purpose 
than shaving a few minutes off my 
commute or yours. (And the real 
point here is that it’s not clear that 
the Whitehurst really does save 
any time, given those permanent 
backups at its two ends.) 

When boating down the Potomac, 


the sight of the Whitehurst Freeway 
is a blight. I would also like a more 
vibrant waterfront to enjoy when 
docking. Let’s take it down! 

The whole idea is to recapture the 
river — for strolling pedestrians, 
boaters and even for folks driving 
along a new K Street boulevard. 

Go ahead and take down the White- 
hurst. But get them to finish the 
Southeast Freeway so that it dumps 
into 295 instead of Pennsylvania 
Ave. Ending it short was a disaster. 
Absolutely right. For decades, 
commuters and city residents alike 
have faced that frustration and for 
decades, nothing has happened. 

You want to revitalize the water- 
front? Here’s an idea: Clean up the 
river! Who wants to eat, drink and 
socialize along a nasty waterfront? 

Don’t you bet it would get cleaned up 
a lot faster if more people had easy 
access to it and started using it?
